Ninety Men Qo Down with a Fall- 


ing Bridge. 


FORTY OP THEM INSTANTLY KILLED, 


And as Many More Frightfully Injured 


—Ths False Work Proved Too 


Weak to Bear the Weight 


ol the Superstructure. 


CINCINNATI, June 18.—The false work 


of tho new bridge being built over the 
Licking river between Newport and 
Covlngton, Ky., fell at 10:35 a. m. yes- 
terday, carrying down with It uin(-tj 
men, of whom a large number—the ux- 
»et figure being as yet unknown—were 
burled under the debris of'the bridge 
and killed, among them being Andrew 
and Albert Ilalrd, two of the contract- 
ors. 


The construction of the bridge was be- 


gun early last fall, and was used for 
foot passengers and street railway traf- 
fic. The plera have been completed, 
and the work of fixing the heavy 
piece* of iron had begun. 
A track 


from the Newport side had been run 
out on the first pier to tho heavy Iron. 
The false work ran up 60 feet from tho 
water. Hut two men are known to 
have escaped with their lives. 


Not a stick of the false work from 


pier to pier remained, and the river was 
filled with timbers and iron work with 
score* of men struggling for life. News 
of the terrible accident spread rapidly, 
and soon a crowd of hundreds had 
gathered, and the work of rescuing the 
bodies was at once begun. 
Uy 12 


o'clock twenty-two bodies had been 
taken out anil the work was being 
pushed with vigor. 


Cincinnati patrol wagons responded 


to a hurried call, und the dead and 
wounded were carried away as fast us 
taken out. The accident is supposed 
to be due to tho lu-avy weight of the 
iron floor supports, tho false work not 
being strong enough. 


When the crash came it was but a 


few moments until both banks wore 
filled with people. A big portion of 
the falito work was submerged, and 
with It were tho unfortunate work- 
men. 
The scene was a horrible om\ 


In a 
minute tho 
air was filled 


with tho 
shrieks of 
tin- injured 


and dying. Those who could /rec them- 
•elves from the tangled network of 
timber, struggled to the surface of the 
water and tried to get ashore. One 
after another gave up the desperate 
and uneven struggle and sank into tho 
murky 
water. 
The 
banks 
were 


crowded, but not a soul could got to 
the rescue of th*.1 poor fellows. 


As soon an possible volunteers wont 


to worli to get out the doad and dy- 
ing. 
It was a grawsome task. Among 


the first to bo taken out was one of the 
Baird brothers. 
Ills body wnn in a 


horrible condition, his back broken, 
and ueck crushed and broken. 


At S o'clock tho steamer Hercules 


Carrol commenced the work of remov- 
ing the iron and timbers from the 
river, in the hope of recovering tho 
bodies pinned under the wreck. 


Although the excitement caused by 


the accident was intense, there wtvs a 
noticeable absence of the heartrending 
acene« 
usually accompanying such 


catastrophic*. Most of the men wcro 
strangers, but a few had families, wives 
and children, on tho nccnctu mid their 
tears and cries to the grim spectacle, 


An the accident occurred on the di- 


viding line between Covington and 
Newport, the coroners on both side 
will hold inquests. Bodies landed on 
the Covlngton side were taken in charge 
by Coroner Wilson, while those landed 
in Newport were placed under tho caro 
of Coroner Duvls. 


The corner of tho Newport pier is 


badly broken and appears to have boon 
weak. The story was started that the 
pier, by breaking, had caused the dis- 
aster, but there la apparently no foun- 
dation for this. 


Probably one of the saddest cases 


connected with the disaster was tliu 
death of James Johnson, of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., who was one of the Important 
subcontractors who built the canti- 
lever bridge between Cincinnati and 
Newport 
Mr. Johnson readied New- 


port early yesterday morning, and after 
eating breakfast at his old boarding 
house on Fifth street, went to the new 
Llcklug bridge to talk with someof tho 
workmen, many of whom wcro his in- 
timate acqual ntances. 
Johnson was 


on the false work when it gave way. 
Ills body was recovered at 2:80 p. m. 


Muoh sympathy is felt for poor Jack 


Pierce, tho veteran newspaper man 
When the newt of the accident reached 
him the man's anguish was pitiful: 
HU eldest son, Fred, formerly secretary 
of the Builder's exchange, was on the 
Ill-fated bridge when it foil, having 
gone to work Monday. For a long

doubtedly weut down in the awful 
crash. 


The old man spent all the afternoon 


walking the streets and eagerly seek- 
ing tidings of his son.

A Conservative Trlok to Beat the 


Liberals. 


TURBULENT ELECTORS IN IRELAND 


Provided (or by a Police Order—Mi- 


chael Davitl Given Public Notice that 


He and HI* Follow.™ Will 


Fight in Self-Defente. 


LONDON, June 10.—The fixing of June 


28 as the date for the dissolution of 
parliament looks like an artful dodge 
on the part of the conservatives to gain 
an advantage over their opponents by 
preventing any borough elections from 
being held on a Saturday. The liber- 
als have been afraid of such an occur- 
ence, and have for weeks been urging, 
through their organs, the injustice of 
virtually disfranchising numbers 
of 


workmen, who are mainly liberals. 
Thousands of workingmen cannot vote 
at all unless they do it on a Saturday, 
and in addition to those who will be 
wholly disfranchised, there arc many 
who will have their votes crowded 
out in another way. When an elec- 
tion falls on any other than a Saturday, 
the worklngmen must wait until 8 or 8 
o'clock in the evening before they can 
go to the polls. The balloting ma- 
chinery is often too slow in its opera- 
tion to keep pace with the numbers of 
voters offering themselves, and as a 
consequence some votes fail to bo re- 
corded in season. All this tells more 
severely against the 
liberals than 


against the lories. Most of tha bor- 
ough nominations will bo made on July 
2. The earliest legal borough polling 
day is July 4, and the latest July 6. 
The earliest county poling day Is July 
e, and the latest July 15. 


It is expected that the elections in 


Ireland will be the most turbulent for 
a century past. The police, It is al- 
leged by the liberals, have received 
secret orders to help the government 
candidates, wherever they are stand- 
Ing, as much as possible, but to pre- 
serve an absolute neutrality where the 
only candidates are representatives of 
the warring Irish factions. These or- 
ders will probably be interpreted to 
mean, in the latter case, "let them 
fight it out." The result can be easily 
Imagined. 


At the anti-ParnelHte meeting in 


Dublin yesterday there was much vir- 
tuous denunciation of Tim Harrington, 
Michael Davitt bitterly scored Harring- 
ton for having incited his comrades to 
violence in the coming campaign, by 
advising them not to lose a chance to 
break a Justinian head. Davitt de- 
clared that he was opposed to all vio- 
lence. Nevertheless, he did not pro- 
pose to submit tamely to violence from 
others. lie and his fullow McCarthy- 
itcs (.were tired of meekly enduring 
threats of outrage from Harrington's 
friends. They hod borne insults anil 
blows long enough and he warned the 
country that any one striking him 
would regret the action. He knew 
how to defend himself. Both sides 
have thus declared war, and a series of 
Kilkenny election rows seem inevitable. 


A MOOTED QUESTION. 


The Nomination «f Whltelaw Held and 


the Printers' Union. 


NEW YOKK, June 10.—The statement 


made by Chaunuuy M. Depew that the 
differences between Whitelaw Reid and 
Typographical Union No. 0 had been 
adjusted, and that the union had re- 
quested his candidacy, ia a topic of 
much discussion. It was stated by an 
officer of the union to a United Press 
reporter yesterday that Sir. Depew had 
spent some time with Mr. Reid at his 
home on Ophlr farm, Tuosday night, In 
regard to the matter but that no set- 
tlement had been reached. The United 
Press reporter's informant said there 
was very little llklihood of a settle- 
ment between the union iand Mr. Reid 
being reached. The members of the 
union say that if its committee at Min- 
neapolis gave Mr. Depow to under- 
stand that a settlement had been 
reached between Mr. Reid and the 
union, it placed the >union in a false 
position, and exceeded its authority. 


At a meeting of the International 


Typographical union in Philadelphia 
Tuesday, a resolution was offered con- 
demning New York Typographical Un- 
ion No. fl for its alleged action in rec- 
ommending the nomination of White- 
law Reid for the vice-presidency, whom 
the resolution characterizes as "the 
worst onmny that organized labor has 
had to contend with."

Second Qamo—Jollots, 5; Rock laland-Mullnoa, 


THE OAR. 


Cornell an Easy Winner From the Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania. 


ITHACA, N. Y., June Id.—Eight-oared 


crews representing Cornell and the 
University of Pennsylvania, rowed a 
three-mile straightaway race here yes- 
terday afternoon, which was won with 
case by the Cornells. All the condi- 
tions for a race 
were perfect, 
the 


weather being warm and fair, while 
the lake was as placid as the proverbial 
mirror. 


The race was called for 4:30 p. m., but 


U was an hour later when the crews 
were sent oft". 


Both took the water at almost tho 


same time, each pulling forty-two 
strokes to the minute. Cornell forged 
ahead almost at the start, and after 
rowing 150 yards, the Pennsylvanlans 
were half a length in tho rear. Cornell 
then dropped her stroke to thirty-six, 
and did not increase it until just before 
the finish, when they spurted for a 
quarter of a mile, crossing the line in 
seventeen minutes and twenty-six sec- 
onds after tho start, six lengths in front 
of the Pennsylvania crew, whose time 
was 17:49:12. 


Mr. Woodruff, trainer of the Penn- 


sylvania crow, was tho referee. Cor- 
nell pull with beautiful precision from 
start to finish, the eight ineu working 
as cue, and the oars gripping the 
water in a manner that made every 
stroke count. The Pennsylvania craw 
worked harder than Cornell, but their 
work was not so effective, and their 
boat did not respond as did that of the 
red and white. 


Fully 5,000 persons witnessed the 


race, the majority viewing it from 
Qlenwood. Others followed the sheila 
In a fleet of twenty-five steamers. As 
a spectacle the contest was very pict- 
uresque and pleasing, but it was not at 
any time uncertain enough to be excit- 
ing. 


A SINGULAR ACCIDENT. 


A Bridge Badly Wrecked by a Railroad 


Collision. 


ST. Louis, June (8.— The Twelfth- 


street bridge collapsed this morning at 
13:30 o'clock as the result of careless- 
ness on the part of tho railroad men in 
the switch yards below. From Sixteenth 
street to Twelfth street oar tracks Nos. 
113 and 17 run together, gradually olos- 
up until at Twelfth street they are but 
a few inches apart. 


Last night engine No. 15 was running 


a lot of cars out of the yard on track 
17. At the same time engine 290 of tho 
Missouri Pacific railroad was backing 
some of its cars down on track 10. 
As a usual thing the oars on track 
10 stop about Thirteeth street 
if 


track 17 is occupied. 
There 
was 


something wrong last night, however. 
The terminal cars were going about ten 
miles an hour when the Pacific cars 
came backing along track 10, and just 
where the two tracks 
are 
closest 


together, right under the Twelfth- 
street 
bridge, 
the 
two 
lines 


of cars came together. 
There was a 


bumping and crumbling of wood as tho 
cars ground nf'ainst pai-h other's sides. 
Then there wits a tmtup suul a creaking 
overhead. The bridge above the card 
sagged down on the upper side, hung 
a moment and then went crashing 
into the cars and track* below.

THE WIND'S FURY. 


Eastern Canada, New BrunErwiok 


and Nova Scotia 


SWEPT BY A DEATH-DEALING STORI. 


Reports of Loss of Life and Destruc- 


tion of Property Received from 


Widespread and Numer- 


ous Localities. 


MoNTiiEAi., Que., June 10.—The most 


terrific hail storm ever known in east- 
ern Canada has spread death and de- 
struction 
throughout this province, 


New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. Th« 
worst storm was that which struck 
Saint Rose, about twenty miles from 
Montreal, Tuesday. The most shock- 
ing phase of

disaster is the 


destruction of 
the 
schoolhouse in

twenty-five children.

The storm on the south side of 
the St. Lawrence was very extensive 
and extended through nearly all tha 
counties, and the damage, it is feared, 
w ill be very great.

region of unusually warm weather for

high, and at some places higher, than 
any previously recorded during this 
period of the year.

and business; closed schools, churches 
and courts; caused 8856 oases and 2078 
deaths, and involved a money loss of 
nearly 87,500,000, without counting the 
value of human life destroyed or the per- 
manent disability of many of the sur- 
vivors, 


Illinois cannot afford another small pox 


epidemic. 
Still less can Chicago with 


the world's fair on her hands. 


There is only one sure method of pre- 


vention. 


Vaccination properly performed and 


duly repeated with reliable vaccine, under 
aseptic conditions, is inoontestibly proven 
to be a safe and positive protection 
against smallpox. 


The Illinois state board ot health de- 


sires to secure this protection for the 
commonwealth now, while there is yet 
time—before the small pox contagion 
shall have been still further introduced 
from neighboring communities or through 
hordes of nnvaooinated immigrants, or by 
the multitudes attracted by the Colum- 
bian exposition. 


The board will use its resources to 


secure the end in view. It will furnish 
carefully selected, reliable vaccine at 
actual wholesale cost, accompanying each 
package with plain, practical instructions 
for the operation. To communities un- 
able to purchase vaccine, it any snob 
there be, it will be furnished gratis on 
proper representation of the facts and on 
agreement to report results on the blanks 
fnrniehed by the board.
